Oral Polio 
Immunization 
Program -1965 

This program was started in 
1963, continued in 1964, and will 
be carried out again in 1966. Due 
to the difficulty of storing and 
handling this vaccine, the progress 
has to be restricted to a few 
months during the winter season. 

All persons who had three shots 
cf Salk Vaccine or its equivalent 
are eligible for the Oral Vaccine. 
The Salk Vaccine alone gives about 
85 per cent protection against Po¬ 
liomyelitis, hut does not eliminate 
the carrier-state. 

A combination of the Oral Sabin 
Vaccine and the Salk Vaccine 
gives almost 100 per cent immun¬ 
ity against Poliomyelitis and also 
wipes out the carrier^state. 

Any person that has received 
only one feeding of the Oral Vac¬ 
cine. should receive the second 
feeding this winter. Only two doses 
are required to give full immunity 
and as far as it is known at the 
present time no reinforcing doses 
are necessary. 

The vaccine is available free of 
charge and can be obtained at all 
regular clinics within the Health 
Unit area. Any persons that cannot 
attend regular clitics should tele¬ 
phone the Health Unit office to 
make arrangements to receive this 
vaccine outside the regular clinic 
hours. If necessary the Health 
Unit staff will hold special eve¬ 
ning dinics to accommodate peo¬ 
ple who are unable to attend dur¬ 
ing the regular hours. 

All residents are requested to 
take advantage of this opportunity 
to protect themselves, and their 
families against Poliomyelitis and 
by doing so will also assist to elim¬ 
inate this dreaded and crippling 
disease.

Hello Each and Every One: 

As a result of our move to Perth 
it has taken some time to get set¬ 
tled and established, consequently 
we are somewhat behind in drop¬ 
ping you a few lines. We hope this 
stencilled copy will bring you up- 
to-date of our impressions and ex¬ 
periences in West Australia. 

Regarding Perth in general, it 
is a very nice dean dvy with 
most of the buildings and houses 
being constructed of brick and 
stone. The majority of the down¬ 
town section is fairly old with 


very few modem structures. Not 
many of their buildings exceed six 
stories in height. The roads and 
•thoroughfares in the down-town 
area and outlying districts are 
quite narrow and with the num¬ 
ber of cars using them, traffic 
congestion is serious. Most roads 
in the residential districts are pav¬ 
ed, although sidewalks are not 
overly abundant. The numerous 
boulevards are grass seeded with 
native* trees, shruhs and flowers, 
etc., which makes them most at¬ 
tractive. There is an appreciable 
abundance of parks of all sizes 
throughout Perth and outlying dis¬ 
tricts. Most of the homes have 
their front yards seeded in grass 
with very colorful flower beds, 
trees and flowering shrubs. Roses 
are most predominant with their 
many varieties and colors, bloom¬ 
ing almost the year around!

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Although Perth received wide 
publicity as the ‘City of Lights’ 
during United States’ first astro¬ 
naut flight, it must have been a 
one and only effort as their street 
lighting is rather poor. Only a few 
major thoroughfares are adequate¬ 
ly lighted, and the street lights in 
residential areas are extinguished 
nightly at 1:30 a.m. 

Perth is roughly divided in half 
by the Swan River which in es¬ 
sence is an estuary of the Indian 
Ocean, consequently the water is 
salty. This natural feature makes 
boating extremely popular with 
something like 10,000 registered 
boats of every imaginable type 
using this river. Most of Perth has 
close access to the Indian Ocean 
with its countless miles of white 
sand beaches which makes swim¬ 
ming and surf-board riding very 
popular pastimes most of the year 
around. There is, however, one 
factor which spoils this beautiful 
setting, in that there are sharks 
in these waters! 

Although there hasn’t been any 
fatalities from this source in re¬ 
cent yea;s in W. A., It certainly 
has a psychological effect when one 
is swimming. Generally on week¬ 
ends and during public statutory 
holidays, a light plane patrols the 
beach areas, watching for sharks 
venturing too close to shore. 

The Climate has been quite a 
change from what we experienced 
back in Canada! During the sum¬ 
mer months (approx. December 
through to April) practically no 
rain, falls and temperatures range 
from the high 90’s during the day 
to the low 70’s at night. The hu¬ 
midity is somewhat higher than 
we are used to. Occasionally the 
temperature goes above the 100 
degree mark but it is not too fre¬ 
quent! What makes the daytime 
temperatures more pleasant dur¬ 
ing the summer is a sea breeze 
coming off the Indian Ocean about 
noon. This feature adds much to 
making living conditions quite bear¬ 
able during the day! 

The Fall season is not too notice¬ 
able because of a gradual change 
into the Winter months, June, July 
and August. Winter being the rainy 
season we were certainly glad 
when it was over with. We had an 
average of 10” of rain per month 
during this period, usually in the 
form of rain squalls coming off 
the Ocean. These squalls arc quit, 
frequent during the day and the 
rain really pelts down! On occa¬ 
sion, together with these squalls 
we had several gale winds reach¬ 
ing 90 m.pJh. but fortunately these 
winds occurred at night-time. Tem¬ 
peratures during Winter have 
ranged generally in the low 60’s 
and high 50’s during day, with 
night temperatures in the 50’s and 
high 40’s. Although these tempera¬ 
tures do not sound severe, the 
higher humidity and lack of cent¬ 
ral heatibg in the homes makes it 
rather uncomfortable! The fact 
that 'the houses are constructed of 
brick and stone with high ceilings 
to combat the Summer heat does 
not make it a simple matte)' to 
heat them during the Winter, as 
the main source of heat is an open 
fireplace as well as electrical 
heating elements. This past Win¬ 
ter experienced, was more severe 
than is generally the case. As 
clothes driers are almost unheard 
of, the problem of drying clothes 
properly was quite a chore ! ! 

Spring officially began with the 
month of September. Past Wint¬ 
er rains were quite beneficial in 
that all the grass, foliage and trees 
are much greener, as later on due 
to the lack of rain and limited 
fresh water storage facilities (wa¬ 
ter catching dams) the country 
areas get very brown and dry. 
Consequently, brush fires become 
quite a menace. The soil in W. A. 
is extremely sandy, hence it is 
difficult to conserve ground moist¬ 
ure. 

As far as day-to-day living is 
concerned, we have found this to 
be one of the most difficult things 
to adjust to. Until lecently there 
were no Super Markets in Perth 
where one could shop for house¬ 
hold and food items under one 
roof. Instead there are multi small 
stores all separate, such as Gro¬ 
cery, Vegetable and Fruit, Meat, 
Bakery and Hardware shops. 

.As a result, it takes a consider¬ 
able amount of running around in 
order to complete one’s shopping 
order, large or small! None of the 
stores generally package their pur¬ 
chases in paper bags, so it is nec¬ 
essary to take a shopping basket 
along. In the case of Grocery shop¬ 
ping, one must pack all their items 
into the basket themselves, as ser¬ 
vice is unheard of in this cate¬ 
gory! .Drug Stores (Chemists) 
handle medical and toiletry sup 
plies only. Department Stores are 
a reasonable facsimile to Cana¬ 
da’s. However, the goods are hap 
hazardly arranged thus making it 
most frustrating to find anything 


quickly. The staff in these stores 
is generally of a non-interested at¬ 
titude in both service and sales¬ 
manship, and this undoubtedly 
stems from the fact that a large 
percentage of these clerks are 
quite young and very inexperi¬ 
enced. As an exceedingly large 
number of children leave school 
at about 15 years of age to seek 
employment, there is a large sur¬ 
plus of untrained labor resulting 
in a very low wage scale and hence 
this disinterested attitude. House¬ 
hold goods and furniture are con¬ 
siderably higher and of inferior 
design and quality. Prices of cloth¬ 
ing are about the same but limit¬ 
ed as to their selection and qual¬ 
ity. Shoes are comparable and 
'with reference to women’s styles 
tiiey are very modern and up-to- 
date with other countries abroad. 

The majority of cars in W.A. 
are of compact size or smaller. 
GJM.’s Holden, Ford’s Falcon and 
Chrysler’s Valiant are built in Aus¬ 
tralia. Whereas other makes such 
as Volkswagen, Morris Minor, Siim- 
eas, Nissans and Ramblers to men¬ 
tion a few, are all imported. There 
are very few models of standard 
.size automobiles seen around 
Perth. We purchased a new 1964 
Ford Falcon 4-door sedan auto¬ 
matic, complete with radio and 
heater — the latter not being too 
commonly available! The price of 
this compact would be comparable 
to a standard size car back in 
Canada. First year Insurance rates 
on all cars is very high, however, 
they do drop considerably after 
the first year, if one does not 
have any accident claims. These 
high insurance rates are undoubt¬ 
edly a result of the reckless man¬ 
ner in which most Australians 
drive! This is borne out by the 
fact that W.A. has over 180 traffic 
fatalities so far this year, with 
over 70 occurring in the City of 
Perth itself! When one considers 
the population of W.A. is only 750,- 
000 and that of metropolitan Perth 
about 400,000, this Safety Record 
is certainly not impressive! 

We experienced no problem in 
adjusting to the left-hand drive, 
but some of their driving regula¬ 
tions certainly differ. Since (he 
law states “that there is no such 
thing as a main road and you must 
yield right-of-way to vehicles on 
your right at all intersections ex¬ 
cept ait traffic lights”, it does not 

add to the driving safety in our 
estimation. For instance, if one is 
travelling on a major thorough¬ 
fare and a car approaches on 
your Right from a side street Whe¬ 
ther it has a Stop Sign or not, you 
must Yield the right-of-way to this 
oar. Also if a car on your right 
has a stop sign it can cut in front 
of you once it has stopped, and 
you must yield right-of-way once 
again, with courtesy definitely 
lacking amongst a large portion 
of Perth drivers being more evi¬ 
dent by the above rule which al¬ 
lows these drivers to consistently 
cut in front of you regardless of 
any traffic following you or not ! ! 

West Australians are real sports- 
minded — following horse racing, 
harness racing, field hockey, rug¬ 
ger, cricket, soccer (football), most 
keenly. Individually — swimming, 
tennis, squash, lawn bowling — 
bowls — and surfboard riding are 
the most favorite pastimes. Golf¬ 
ing is not overly popular surpris¬ 
ingly enough, in spite of their 12- 
month season. There are 15 private 
golf courses and two public cours¬ 
es in metropolitan Perth and mem¬ 
bership on these private oourses is 
quite difficult to obtain but not as 
expensive as back borne. 

Going into more detail regard¬ 
ing Horse Racing which is exceed¬ 
ingly popular as Australians in 
general are avid bettors. Harness 
Racing CTrots) is held every Sat¬ 
urday evening plus public holidays, 
while the Thoroughbreds race Sat¬ 
urday afternoons and holidays all 
throughout the year, too. Besides 
pari-mutuel betting at these tracks 
there are registered bookie stands 
which generally give better odds, 
although only dealing with Win 
bets. On top of this, there are 
something like 90 Totalisator Agen¬ 
cies run by the Government in 
metropolitan Perth, where one can 
not only place a bet on local races 
but those of major race meets 
throughout Australia. 

The minimum bet is 5 shillings 
(60c), except when placed through 
-a bookie where it -is 10 shillii^s. 
“Doubles” are run on any tiwo 
consecutive races and “Quinellas” 
are run on each race! 

There are only Win and Place 
betting and the payoff is based on 
the odds rather than the amount of 
money in the pool. One major fea¬ 
ture that is different at the tracks 
is Jhe abundance of stands similar 
to lemonade stands at Fairs hack 
home, but instead, beer and liquor 
are sold here. Consequently one 
can console himself if his horses 
are not doing as we* as expected! 


In view of the large number of 
suspensions of jockeys and drivers 
for various infractions such as 
holding back horses, interference, 
etc., there is definitely much more 
dishonesty in Australian racing. 
The common practice seams to be 
to hold back a horse for a half 
dozen races or so in order to build 
up the odds on it. This unfair 
play has been mast evident at the 
Trots. In some races, there are as 
many as 14 starters in the Trots 
and up to 18 starters in the Thor¬ 
oughbred races. 

There are two race tracks for 
each type of racing in metropolitan 
Perth, of which each operates in¬ 
dependently. Thoroughbred tracks 
appear to be much longer and are 
seeded in grass—they slope down a 
quarter of the way on the back 
stretch and upwards at the finish 
line. This lengthy description of 
Racing would give one the impres¬ 
sion that we attend their meets 
regularly but in fact it is only oc¬ 
casionally. Consequently, we have 
not either made our fortune or lost 
our shirts! 

Lotteries are very popular with 
several being drawn each week. 
One ticket costs 5/0 (60c) towards 
their £8,000 Lottery with first prize 
being 3,000 pounds; second, 500 
pounds; third, 250 pounds; fourth, 
100 pounds, ‘fete. There is a maxi¬ 
mum of 100,000 tickets sold on each 
draw and needless to say, all these 
lotteries are conducted by the 
State Government! 

One definite lack regarding the 
reporting of Sports by the news¬ 
papers, radio and TV is that no¬ 
thing is said about International 
Sports, with the exception of Davis 
dtp tennis, test cricket matches, 
and some major golf tournaments 
as the British Open, etc. Thus we 


have been kept in the dark regard¬ 
ing most sports in North America. 
Our recent subscription to The Cal¬ 
gary Herald has alleviated this 
problem somewhat, even though 
this news is six weeks late due to 
arriving via Seaimail! 

As for social activities Perth is 
rather quiet, although the seasons 
have much to do with it. The fact 
that none of the public auditori¬ 
ums and theatres, etc., are heated 
has a definite 'bearing on the at¬ 
tendance during the Fall and Win¬ 
ter seasons. Consequently, very 
few top grade forms of outside 
entertainment appear here. Anoth¬ 
er factor is the distance involved 
(3,000 miles) between Perth and 
the Eastern Coast — the latter do 
get more variety of entertainment 
due to their larger population den¬ 
sity. During the past six months, 
however, there have been a few 
outstanding groups or artists, nam¬ 
ely Arthur Rubinstein, the Omsk 
Siberian Co. of 80 Singers, Danc¬ 
ers and Musicians (direct from the 
U.S.S.R.), Vienna Boys’ Choir, 
Eartha Kitt -one night—2 shows). 

Although there are numerous 
pubs, bars and lounges there are 
very few night clubs. Except tor 
a half dozen restaurants where the 
food is quite good, there is a defi¬ 
nite lack on Perth’s part as well as 
other centres of W.A. in this re¬ 
gard. 

News from back home is of great 
interest to us, being so far away 
and we would very much enjoy 
hearing from you.
